The Ferrp men ſ#ing their lx Champions lye weltering in 
their purple goꝛe, ran towards their boat; but \donius ſ&ging his 
Maſter and Pollipus had ſlain their enemies, was befo2e gotten 
down into the ſame, and ſe ing the Ferry-m-n coming towards 
it, and Pariſmus and Pollipus purſuing them, thꝛuſt the voatout of 
their reach, by which means they ſon tok thoſe llaves, pꝛomiſing 
them their lives upon condition they would diſcover the ſecret 
paſſages of the Caſtle, and by what means they might obtain it;

who with her So2certes ſo bewitched their Senſes, that imme⸗ 
diate ly they fell into a dead and ſound fleep , and preſently. the 
commanded them to be conveyed into a r PUſog,aud there 
kettered them with Irons.

Bellona had all this while by rememb2ing the comely p20po2- 
tions of the new come pꝛiſoners, kindled ſuch ſparks of immo⸗ 
deft love in her loathſome bꝛeſt, that the burthen thereof was 
intollerable to her to endure,-and therefo2e arming her ſelf with 
an unſhamefac d countenance , ſhe reſolved either ſpedily to

Bellona hearing his kind ſp&eches : and having received pꝛi⸗

his Paramour liked him lo well as that delightlome Arbour he | 
would have wiſhed no other felicity ) where they were no ſon:r | 
come, but ( far from any deſire ) he emb2aced Bell-nz in his IF. 
Armes, who was ſo much pleaſed therewith,that ſhe uſed many 
pꝛoteſtations of the love ſhe bare him, and ſaid it was ſuch, that 
the had never vowed the like to anp, vowing that in requital of 
his kindnels ſhe woulddo anything, though it were to the deſtru⸗ 
tion of Lo2d Drubal and the Caſtle, which onely conſiſted in her N 
ower. 
. Theſe woꝛds pleaſed Pollipus Well, who hearing her lap the 
power ofthe Caffle only conſiſted in her had what he fo much de⸗

Knights as were imp2iſoned and deſtroyed in that Caſtle, and 
fitted themſelves with the beſt they could, foz they knew they 
ſhould have occaſion to uſe the ſame, and by that time they were 
armed they heard a great noiſe and murmuring of People, foz 
Drubals ſomniferons fl&ep was ended, and he miſſing Bellona 
and hearing the cries ot his Servants, fearing ſome Treaſon, 
cauſed his Alarun Bell to be rung, and pzefently there was ga⸗ 
thered to him a hund2ed of his Ser vants.

- whom Drubal no ſ@ner eſppeo; but he cauſed his men to aſſault 
them, thinking becauſe they were but twothey might eaſily over⸗ 
rome them, but the fc that offered to lay hands on Par iſmus, 
had his Arin parted from his bodp, and he ran about the Court, 


another had his Leg cut off by Pollipus, and he lap tumbling on 


the Earth, ſome loft their Hands, ſome had their bodies pierced 
quite thꝛongh by theunconquerable hands of thele wozthy cham- 

pions, and happy was he that came not within compaſs of their 
weapons, that by that time the Sun was mounted to the higheſt 
Zodiack, the greateſt part of Drubals Servants were lain, and 
Fill theſe valiant Knights continued the fight againſt them, but 
the reſt ſing themClelves likely to periſh by the matchles valour 
ol their Adverſaries, with a general conſent thꝛew down theit 
Armes and pielded to their mercy ; which when Drubal ſaw, be · 
ing of a Treacherous diſpoſition, he ran at Pariſmus with all the 
fo2cc he had, thinking either to kill hum o2 die deſperatelp him⸗ 
ſelf, but Pollipus with a quick Epe perceiving his intent ſtrok 
dim ſo mighty a blow on the Head, that he ran ſtaggering up and 
down, and by the commandment of the P2ince his own men 
had taken awap his weapon, whom Pariſmus cauſed to be put 
in the mot vildeſt P2iſon in the Caſtle, which ſo vered Drubal 


that there he grew to ſuch a deſperate rage that he would have 


murthered himſelf , but that he continued in hope to be relieved 
by Bellona. 

The Knights having impziſoned moſt of the Servants, and 
being moꝛe at quiet, demanded of one of them, if Antiochus his 
Quten, his two Sons, and Daughter, were living - who told 
them that they were living, but in a moſt poꝛ and miſerable e⸗

Pariſmus and Pollipus then commanded the Servants toi 
ſome Apparel to cover their bodies, and in the mean time th 
began to commune with the Queen, who ( was much rony oof 
ber nakedneſs, but le ing ſome comfoꝛt in their los) told them 
that ſhe was once Mueen of that n had long continued 
impꝛiſoned by the treacherp of Dcubal, ä 

Pariſmus then told her that now the time ok her delivery from 
that bondage was come, Which ſo re joyced the po2 Queen, that 
with a cheerful countenance the ſmiled on her Daughter, The 
Pellenger being returned Pariſmus himſelf covered the Queens 
body with molt rich Apparel, and unloſed her bands, Pollipus 
did the like to her Daughter, called Frenetta, and all the reſt of 
the P2iſoners were ſet at liberty. 

Pariſmus and Pollipus led the Qu and Frenetta to conveni- 
ent Lodgings, being ſcarce able to ſtand they were grown ſs 
feble, where thep had all things miniſtred unto them by adant- 
us, who was willing to undertake that office , and there left 1 | 
them, whilef they tok o2der to releaſe the reſt of the Pꝛilunets 
from their miſery, which were a great number, among wum 
were many Knights of range Countreys, that they admired alt 
the Tyranny of Dcubal , which exceeded the bounds of reaſon; ©:

behold, wherefoze Pariſmus commanded a Tent to be pitcht foz 
their habitation. | | 
Drubal being (as J ſaid befo2e ) in Pꝛiſon, and hearing a 
great noiſe and ſeeing the darkne ls, ſon knew the Enchantment 
was ended ( fo2 Bellona had imparted the- ſecret thereof unto 
him befo2e that Pollipus ſlew her) therefo2e deſperately with- 
out any hope ot mercy he beat out his B2ains againſt the Stone 
Walls, whom when the P2ince found murthered in that fo2t, 
be commanded to be caſt as a p2ey to the Beaſts of the Field, foz 
that he was not wozthy of Burial ;' after which the two Knights 
came to the Nuen, who was in the Tent accompanied with her

ſo revived the Queen, her Daughter, and her two Sons, that 
they all fel pꝛoſtzate at their fet,humbly thanking them that had 
every way made them ſo happy. 

Many other ſpeches paſt between them till the nights | 
pꝛoach, and then they all betok. themſelves: to the ir 


where all things were o2derly p2ovided by Drubals Servants, < 53 


and ſo they reſted quietly until the next mo ning. 

Adonius being ftill Pollipus Bed fellow, was now g20wn in 5 
to ſuch admiration of his ſplendant vertues, that ſhe reſolved to 
die a thouſand deaths rather then loſe one jot of his love, which 
by many infallible tokens ſhe knew to be ſo Loyal, that ns 
thought of change could take rot in his conftant heart, and ſo 
inded it was, fo2 Pollipus was ſo fervently devoted to her love, 
that although he knew nof what was become of her ; and; when 
he was at her Fathers houſe had received a flat denyal fromher 
vet nevertheleſs he determined when Pariſmus had found Laura- 
na fo ſpend the reſt of his days in her ſearch, who was moꝛe pꝛi⸗ 
vy to his actions then he thought. 

Carly the next moꝛning the P2ince came to viſit the Auen, 
where after ſome ſalutations, they departed towards the Cave 
where antiochus was, who hearing no news of theſe Knights 
was fully per ſwaded that they were imp2iſoned by Drubal as the 
reſt had been befoze, and therefoze was now out of all hope of 
hearing any god news by their return, ſo gave himſelf to his fozs 
mer auſtre kind ot life; and being in the midſt ot a ſozrowfyl me⸗ 
ditation he ſuddenly eſpied the two Knights coming toward him 
and enter the Cave, whom at the firſt he knew not, by reaſon 
whereof he was attainted with ſuch a deadlv fear as ifhe hay

WMhileſt they continued this talk the Quten and her Childzen 
(being guided by Adonivs)) entred the Cave, who noſoner ſaw

their contrary, befoze Tellamor will fallifle his faith, 

Pany other ſpieches paſt between them, tili the night was 
fpent, taking thetr leaves of each other with many a ceremont- 
ous fare wel, parting with many a heavy ligh and ſad tear, thin⸗ 
king themſelves unfo2tunate to part ſo ſon from their delightful 
Bliſs, But Tella mor accozding to his pꝛomiſe arrived in Li- 
bia, ehen at that time of Pariſmus departure, whom we will leave

The Knight of Fame having flept his fu, (and longer a great 
while then he determined) awaked within two dayes after the

02 elſe hold thy Tongue; fo2'J 
tell thzz it is moꝛe odious to me then death, to hear the lo much 
diſgrace the Pꝛince of C ourteſte; fo2 in him remains all Boys 
durable parts whoſe p2cſence is moꝛe dear to me then all the 
pꝛoftered Ser bices of all the. knights in the Moꝛld, and if thou 
canſt comfoꝛt m: no better then by tho lp ches, kep lecret what 
thou kno weſt and hereafter thou halt know no moꝛe of my miad:

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The Knight of Fame being veparted from Venolaes Chamber, 
Was as far from conceiving the cauſe of her paſſion, as he was 
from the knowledge of all things, and being walked into the 
Garden alone by himſelf.

The Knight of Fame hearing her (p ches, was ſo ſuddenl y a- 
ffonilhed, and there with dawn in ts ſuch cogitations, that he 
ffod a great while like one in a trance, at laſt be ſ aid: The har- 
der is her hap and the wozſe my misfoztune ; foꝛ J am unwozthy 
of ſuch kindneſs, and unable to pteld her recompence : And when 
he had ſpoken thoſe wo2ds he turned away from her, being dzawn 
into ſuch a dep meditation, that he regarded not ne2 ſcarce heard 
ſome woꝛds Fla viaſpake to him afterwards ; who thinking that 
he had of purpeſe contemned her, departed in a monſtreus rage:
